DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. Kitamura (U.S. Patent No. 4,474,422) discloses a light 
scanning device which deflects plural light beams (Fig. 10A, 
21a, 21b, 21c) emitted from a light source by making the light 
beams incident on reflection surfaces of a deflector (26) , the 
device comprising a first optical system (25) and a second 
optical system (27) , however, there is no afocal relation 
between the reflection surfaces of the deflector and the surface 
to be scanned in the direction orthogonal to the main scanning 
direction as set forth in the claimed combination. Kitamura 
discloses an afocal relation between the light source and the 
deflector instead .
